“The reduced rations of the sol- 
diers were just euffcient for their 
sustenance. Daily 30 horses and 
mules were slaughtered and convert- 
ed in to soup and sausages. 

“From January 16th to now there 
have been over 300 deaths from di- 
sease alone The last week saw 
the majority of the Field Battery 
unhorsed and the guns permanently 
posted in our defences. The cavalry 
and drivers were converted into in 
fantry and sent to the trenches. A 
line of defences had been construct. 
ed with the view of a possible final 
contingency, if the other works should 
be carried. 

Since the investment the total cas- 
ualties have been : Killed of died of 
wounds, 24 officers and 236 men: 
died of disease, 6 Officers and 340 
men; wounded, 70 officers and 520 
men, exclusive of white civilians and 
natives.
